wiauifcsted  to  them,  and  through  them 
fo  us,  their  surviving  relatives  and  friends.^ 
Yea,  when  such  men  die,  those  who 
'Uc  them,  believe,  do,  and  must  rejoice, 
^^aith  triumphs  over  the  corruption  of 
tiro  grave.  “  Our  Lord  has  risen  from 
me  dead,  and  become  the  first  fruits  of 
Wiem  that  sleep  ;  and  at  his  second  com¬ 
ing  the  corruptible  bodies  of  those  who 


to  all,  tire  barrel  of  nieul,  and  the  cruse 
of  oil  bad  never  faili'd. 

T’o  thii  I'.iful  were  we  dli'cclod  ;  ami 
to  this  1 11*  our  mission  iry  socieiy  re¬ 
solved  to  send  a  nu'ssenger,  ami  make 
Aiiowifour  w'anto  The  cii'cum'ianees 
wliioh  prevented  the  person  appointed, 
froni  proceeding  on  tire  mission,  ami 
my  own  deteiniinaiion  to  supply  his 
place,  are  well  known  to  yon  all  ;  as 
also  the  unexpected  objections  urged 
against  the  uieasiire  by  many  of  our 
eastern  breihi'cn,  ami  the  obstructions 
and  diliieiilties  thrown  in  our  way.  Hut 
of  ihes'e  I  w  ill  not  speak  further  :  they 
are  passed  :  they  liavo  been  happily 
surmounted  ;  the  errors  in  which  they 
were  founded  iiave  been  dissipated; 
and  i  trust  we  slrall  no  longer  lememher 
them,  except  as  cliastciiing  aflliciions 
permitted  only  for  our  spiritual  good. 

When  a  resolution  is  ouco  formed, 
evidently  in  accordance  with  the  word 
of  God,  and  sustained  by  a  conscious¬ 
ness  of  divine  direction,  it  is  no  sub¬ 
ject  of  regret  tiiat  the  etforls  to  car¬ 
ry  it  into  cxscuiion  are  surrounded  with 
appai’ent  difliculties.  It  makes  us  feel 
our  dependence  lo  be  on  God  alone  ; 
and,  when  crowned  with  success,. ji 
makes  the  glory  moi’c  coiU'picuouly  bis. 
We  have  many  examples  of  this  in  Holy 
Scriptures.  David  went  not  forth  to 
fight  Goliath  clad  in  the  armour  of  Saul, 
nor  bearing  his  sv/ord,  or  his  spear.  The 
armour  of  faith,  the  shepherd’s  sling,  and 
a  stone  from  the  brook,  were  abundant-

Joliii  Howdler,  Esip  whose  name  is 
thus  connected  with  onr  infant  semina¬ 
ry,  and  wiio-e  incinory  we  shall  ever 
ciieri.sh  with  gratitude, died  some  nioritlis 
bcfoi’i'  tny  arrival  in  Eucland.  Previ¬ 
ously  lo  this  event,  the  Rev.  Dr.  .larvis, 
of  Hostoii,  had  commnnicated  to  the 
Scolish  biahops  an  aeconnl  ot  onr  new  ¬ 
ly  foiuned  diocese,  and  ot  its  interesting 
comillion. 

This  information  .Mr.  Bow  dler  receiv¬ 
ed  through  the  Scoiisli  hl^hup?,  while  on 
his  dealii  bpd  ;  and  was  thus  moved  io 
leave  behind  him  a  memorial  oi  his  re¬ 
gard  for  the  church  in  the  wilderness.  I 
am  induced  lo  mention  this  one  ot  many 
instances  of  providential  interposition  m 
our  favour,  because  the  liberal  donor  hav¬ 
ing  departed  lo  receive  his  lull  reward, 
can  be  named  w’ilhout  offence. 

The  amount  of  donations,  I  had  rea¬ 
son  to  believe,  before  1  left  England, 
nearly  equalled  $20,000.  This  may 
not  bo  exclusive  of  expenses  and  spe¬ 
cific  llbcralliies.  Among  the  latter  are 
the  set  of  plate  for  the  holy  communion 
already  alluded  to ;  and  another  set  of 
smaller  size  lor  the  use  of  the  bishop 
and  his  si’ccessors,  pre^cnteil  to  him  by

To  ascertain  this,  you  will  use  the 
most  proper  means,  and  exercise  your 
best  judgment.  And  may  the  Almighty 
God,  by  the  influences  and  directions  of 
his  Holy  Spirit,  make  us  unanimous, 
'noth  in  our  measures  and  their  result ; 
and  may  these  be  for  His  glory  *tod  the 
good  of  His  church 
Brethren — 


great  pleasure,  also,  1  have  heard  of 
many  instances  ol  zealous  exertions,  iu 
some  measure  wortliy  of  the  goodness 
of  the  cause,  and  the  distresses  of  oui 
condition.  In  the  parishes  of  St.  Peter’s 
clini'ch,  Morristown ;  Christ  church, 
Beaver ;  St.  Luke’s,  Per  ry ;  and  St. 
Matthews,  Mill-creek,  churches  arc 
building.  These,  though  of  tlie  hum¬ 
blest  forin,  ar  e  an  honor  to  the  founders, 
and  in  regaril  to  futurity,  of  the  brightest 
)romise.  Tliese  little  buildings  in  our 
woods  ai'e  sure  tokens  of  a  blessing  to 
the  people  in  their  present  and  future 
generations.  They  are  as  the  Ark  of 
the  Covenant  in  the  house  of  Obed- 
cdoin  ;  and  we  trust,  experience  will 
permit  it  to  be  said  of  them,  as  of  him, 
TTie  Lord  hath  blessed  Obed-edom 
ind  all  his  household  and  all  that  per- 
laiiielh  lo  Irim,  because  of  the  ark  of 
God.'^ 

There  are  at  present  two  candidates 
for  Holy  orders  in  ibis  Diocese,  Mr. 
Wilkam  Sparrow,  admitted  last  year, 
and  Mr.  George  Roe,  admitted  at  the 
present  convention.  Several  others 
cheered  with  the  prospects  before  us, 
ai'o  prepared  lo  enter  our  Seminary 
when  established.  Very  lately  I  have 
I'cceived  a  letter  from  tire  Rev.  James 
\.  Fox,  whom  1  ordained  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1823.  It  seems,  that  soon  after 
his  ordination,  lie  returned  to  his  family 
at  Pinckney  ville,  Mississippi,  where,  and 
at  Wood  ville,  he  has  spent  his  time,  oc¬ 
cupied  in  the  very  laudable  duties  of 
teacliing  youth  and  preaching  the  word 
of  God.  The  congregation  formed 
through  Mr.  Fox’s  instrumcntalfly  in 
Woodville,  have,  in  a  praiseworthy  man¬ 
ner,  exerted  themselves  in  erecting  a 
church,  in  dimensions  42  by  37  feet, 
built  with  a  convenient  vestry.  At  this 
place  it  is  expected  he  will  continue 
iris  very  useful  labours  till  admitted  (o 
Priests’  orders.  He  gives  me  the  in¬ 
formation,  which  I  have  great  pleasure 
in  reiterating,  that  the  parish  belonging 
to  our  communion  at  Natchez  is  in  a 
flourishing  stale,  under  the  care  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Pilmore.
